1 | nall reſolution touching all loꝛts of Tobacco, in manner following. 
Firſt, Dis Maieſtie doth heereby declare his Ropeall Pleaſure to be, and doth heereby Will and 
Command, that no perion whatloeuer doe at any time heereafter, plant, cheriſh, oꝛ pꝛeſerue any 
Tobacco, within thele His Realines of England or Ireland, By Dominion of Wales, oꝛ any the Files, 
parts, 02 plates, of, oꝛ belonging to them o2 any of them, and if any bee now planted oz growing 
there, thatthe lame bee pꝛelently plucked vp and vtterly deſtroyed, by the Owners, Planters, 
Tenders, oꝛ Dꝛeſſers thercof, and leſt they oꝛ any of them, ſhould aduenture to neglect the per- 
foꝛmante heercok, His Maicſtic doeth further ſtraitly charge and command all Conſtables, Ty- 
thing men, Headboꝛoughs, and other Officers within their ſeucrall limits and Juriſdictions, 
carefully and cfiectually to lee the lame executed and perkoꝛmed acco2dingly, And his Mateſtte 
doth further Will and Command all Juſtices of Peace, Maio2s, Sheriffes, and other pzincipall 
Officers in their leuerall plates, within the compalſe of their ſeuerall Juriſdictions and authoꝛi⸗ 
ties, vpon complaint to them made to tauſe the ſame to be duly perfoꝛmed and executed without 
—— as they and euer of them will anlwere their contempts in that behalte at their vtter⸗ 
moſt perils, | 
And that the Tobacco of His Maieſties owne Plantations and Colonies map not bee planted 
and impoꝛted hither without limitation oꝛ meaſure , oꝛ vnder colour thereof, the Tobacco of the 
growthof Spain-and other foꝛraigne parts, may not be bꝛought into theſe His Realmes,02 fold oꝛ 
vttered heere, tothe ouerthꝛow of His Colomes abꝛoad, and tothe waſting of the wealth and 
trealure of His Kingdomes at home. His Maieſtie doeth further Will and ſtraitly Command, 
thatnopcrſon whatloeuer doe at any time heereakter impoꝛt any Tobacco of the growth of 
Spainc, and other foꝛraigne parts out of His oWne Dominions, noꝛ ſell, vtter, oꝛ offer to ſell, oꝛ vt- 
ter, o2 otherwiſe diſpoſe oꝛ keepe any ſuch Tobacco, to the intent to ſell oꝛ vtter the ſame Without 
His Maieſties ſpetiall Comnuſſion in that behalfe, vpon paine of confiſcation and fozfeiture there - 
of, in whoſe hands ſocuer the ſame (hall be found, and vpon ſuch further panes and penalties, as 
bythe Lawes of theſe His Realimes,o2 by His Pꝛerogatiue Royall which in this tale He will not 
admit to be diſputed, may be inflicted vpon the offendoꝛs. 


the Tobacco of the growth of Virginia, the Summcr-ilands, and other Colonies and Plantations, 
vnder,and within his Maieſties owne Dominions, noꝛ the Planters, Owners, o: Aduenturers, 
of, and in theſe Plantations, giue themſelues ouer to the planting of Tobacco onely, to make a 
pꝛeſent returne of pzofit, and neglect to applie themſelues to ſolids Commodities fit foꝛ the eſta⸗ 
bliſhing of Tolonies, which will vtterly deſtroy theſe and all other Plantations; His Maieſtie 
doth further will and command, that from hencefozth no Tobacco ofthe growth of Virginia, the 
Summer-llands, 02 Any other Plantations, oꝛ Colonies of, oꝛ within Hts owne Dominions, bee 
unpoztedintotheſe his Realmes oꝛ Domintons , oꝛ any the Pozts, Hauens, Creekes, oz places 
thereof, without His Maieſties eſpectall licence ii that behalfe, vnder the great Scale of Eng- 
land, and that vpon the impoꝛtation thereof, the ſame bee deliuered into the hands of luch Comes 
miſſioners, fo: his Maieſties owne immediate ble, as His Maieſtie vnder Bis great Seale of 
England ſhal appoint, at, c foꝛ ſuch Pꝛices and Rates to be paid foꝛ the ſame, as (hall be reaſonably 
Agreed vpon, betweene the Owners oꝛ Factoꝛs of the ſame, and the Kings Commiſſioners on 
His Mateſties behalfe, oꝛ if they ſhall not agree thereon, then to be tranſpoꝛted againe, and ſold 
elſewhere, vpon paine of confiſcation and fozfeiture thereof, and vpon ſach further paincs and 
penalties, as by the Law, oz Hts Maieſties Pꝛerogatiue Boyall map be inflicted vpon them. 
And further His Maieſtie doth ſtraitly charge and command that no perſon Whatſocuer pzc- 
ſume to buy any ſoꝛt of Tobacco, within theſe Kealmeso2 Dommions, oꝛ any Hauen, Pot, 
Creeke, oꝛ place thereof, of any other perſon , then of Hts Maicſttes Commiſſioners onely to bee 
autho2:iſed vnder the great Seale of England, as afozelaid , and atter the ſame (hall bee ſealed with 
a Scale to that purpole appointed, and that they, vpon the buying thereof, doe expꝛeſſe the true 
time when the lame was bought, the quantitie and quali:te thereof, in and by a note in Ww2t- 
— — betweene the Buyer and Seller, teſtifying the lame vpon the paines ard peualties 
akoꝛzelapd, 

And ii during theſe times of Hoſtility, any Tobacco ſhall bee impoꝛted by any of his Maieſties 
owne Shippes, oꝛ by the Ships of any of his Subiects, by map of Pꝛize,. oꝛ Letters of Marque, 
his further will and plealure is. that all ſuch Tobacco ſhall be deliuered vnto his Maieſtics Cozn- 
miſſioners, at, and foꝛ reaſonable pꝛites, to bee accomptable therefoꝛe to his Mateſttes ble. 

And his Maieſtie doeth hereby ſtraitly charge and command , all Cuſtomers, Controllers, 
Dearchers, Wayters , and all other Officers, Miniſters, of, 62 belonging to His Cuſtomes, 
And allo all Juſtices of Peace, Matos, Sheriffcs , Conſtables, and other Our Cktiters, 
Miniſters and fouing Subiects, in their leuerall places and degrees, to take knowledge of this 
his Royall pleaſure and Commandement, and to bee ayding, helping and aſſiſting to His Maie⸗ 
ſties Commiſſioners, and their Deputtes, Fattoꝛs And ſeruants, in all things touching and concer- 
ningthts his Seruite,whereot his Maͤieſtie is relolued to require adueand ſtrict accompt.
